^; ' ■ Washi.voton-, May 27.— When China- 
town waa raided here . last night, Calif orni- 
nns in Washington were vividly reminded 

of scenes on the PaciSc |coast. It is not 
generally known, but it is a fact, that 
Washington has a Chinese quarter that 
exists under the very shadow cf the capitol. 
It is only five or six squares from tho 
capitol building, south of Pennsylvania 
avenue, in that quarter of the town fre- 
quented by all kiiids of low people, and 
some sights are quite as disgusting as any 
to be seen in Chinatown in San Francisco. 

There are nearly 100 Chinese here, accord- 
ing to the police census. A Massachusetts 
congros-man wos on his way dowu from the 
capitol last night when an outrageous noise, 
made by chattering Chinamen, who were 
being hustled into thj patrol wagons, at- 
traoted hie attention, and, togetlier with 
Sother curious pedestrians, he went over to 
see the fun. 

The Celestials were unduly excited and 
the whole Chinese quarter was in a great 
uproar. Tho congrcssinuu was introduced 
to a game of fan-tan and was jokingly invit- 
ed to " hit the pipe." He exhibited lively 
intei'est in all be saw. . There lwere- to be 
seen dried ducks, chickens, fish and all 
nauseating imports from China that are ex- 
posed for sale by Chipese in San Francisco. 

" Is Chinatown in San Francisco worse 
'than this?" asked the member of Congress. 
{Ji- <• Yea, ten times worae;" was the answer. 
( A"' The'Star to-night devotes a column to the 
■ .Buenes in the Chinese quarters at last night's 
. -raid, and, strangely enough, everytody 
seems to be greatly interested, as if the fuct 
of such dens being among them was not 
known before. Tho Star says a partiady 
written letter Wiia found in one place. It 
wan addressed to one of the lady Sunday 
school teachers in this city, and in the letter 
the Chinaman was telling her that there 
woulil not be many hoys at Sunday school 
next Sunday, but before stating the reason 
the pl«ce was raided. 

It will be seen from this that tho almond- 
eyed celestial works tho Sunday school 
racket wherever he goes. Altogether the 
Cliincae raid . may have a rather aalutory

A FAITHFUL REPRESENTATION. 



y ]■■■- AN ENGLISH VIEW. 

'Tb^ journals which supported the Gov- 
' ernmeht during the late general election 
were abused and ridiculed by tlieir oppon- 
enta when tliey asserted tliat discrimiaa- 
tion in trade against Great Britain would 
ftUenate our kiasuion on the other side of 
the Atlantic, and would result in severing 
' , the tie which binds Canada to the Mother 
Country. The people were told that these 
predictions were iiiiide to scare them, and to 
prevent their reaping the benefits thiit were 
certain to result from unrestricted recipro- 
clty_ with the United States. They were 
assured that the British people and the 
British GovemmeDt did not care what the 
commercial relations between Cannda and 
the United States might be, and lh.it 
Canadians cnuUl, without any danger what- 
ever to the continuance of their connection 
with Great Britab, adopt any trade policy 
that they believed' to be calculated to 
advance their interests. That they were 
very f*r wrong is now abundantly evident. 
It is hard to believe that the advocates of 
unrestricted reciprocity did not know that 
they were talking nonsense — that they did 
not see tboit it was not in human nature not 
to resent soeh' ingratitude end such a want 
of kindly ] feeling , as ■ would be 
demonstrated by Canadiuna granting 
the people of the United States cnininercial 
privileges which they denied to tlieir fellow 
subjects in Great Britain. But the masked 
annexationists brazened it out and miiin- 
tained that voting foi^ unrestricted recipro- 
city did nut imply any defect hi their loyal- 
ty to Great Britain. But the following ex- 
tract from the London Times of the !St\\ 
inst., shows very clearly that Canadii'a con- 
nection with Great Britain would not con- 
tinue very long after the inauguration ol 
the policy of discrimination. That paper, in 
its article on the New Canddian Parliameut, 
says: ^. 

" As for complete commercial reciprocity 
the policy of the Oppoaition, that means, 
as everyliody knows, the immediate imposi- 
tion of diH'ereiitial duties on our goods. 
* * * * Hut unrestricted commercial 
union means more tluifi this ; it irould sirain 
the. British connexion atmo.fl to Ike. .•<imppin(i 
point ; and Mr. Uluke, Mr. Farrer, and 
pra.;tically Mr. (ioldwin .Smith, hin.sclf, 
admit that it is only a half-way stage to 
political union. ' 

This is strong confirmation of wliat we 
and other supporters of the Government 
said previous to the election, and were 
abused and riiliouled for saying it. 

COOL AND COLLEOTED. 

The News* Advertiser accuses us of being 
" angry." It is mistaken. We are not out 
ol temper with tho Advertiser. What we 
say reg.irding its statonielita and its manner 
of coiidueting a controversy, we say in the 
coolest and most deliberate manner possible. 
. When we assert that it is discourteous, in- 
solent, untruthful, mean and unfair wo wish 
to bo understood literally, and arc no more 
excited than when we allirm that tlie News. 
Advertiser is published in Vancouver. It 
is unpleasant to he under the necessity of 
describing our contemporary's assertions 
and methods in this way, but they cannot 
be truthfully characterized by any milder or 
more cuphonioui terms. We see that there 
are otiiers who find it inipojsible 
to notice tlic News-Advertiser's articles 
in the lungnugo wliicli ia goneially 
used towards a respectable and un honor- 
able oppbnent. It aeems that its editor 
con«}d6'r8 it good policy wantonly to insult 
those with whom he disagreea, and to mia- 
repreaeiit thfem and whtt they say, in the 
grossest and most auilacioua manuor. As 
long as he pursues this extraordinary and 
unprincipled course he must expect that the 
objects of his iusolenue and his miarepreson- 
tation will speak of him and his produo; 
tions, in the only terms that . are apitrd'T 
priate, 

Tho News-Advertisor wislies it to be con; 
sidered that its olTonsive, and altogutlicr un- 
provoked, attack did not apply ^> tho "p«o- 
plo of Victoria." We are of quite a difTer- 
ont opinion.

An article which Sir Charlea Tupper has 
contributed to the May number of the 
Conten,porary Review on the political poai 
tion in Canada, gives the world a clear 
idea of the situation in the Dominion, and 
also of tlie progress wliicli Canada has made 
since Sir John M-icdonald'a Government 
came into power. It isthefashlonwithCanu,- 
dian croakers, and tho disciples of the apos- 
tles of blue ruin to assert that this country 
is going to tho dogs— that it is not only not 
progressing, but that it is actually retro 
grading. Tho facts and figures which Sir 
Charles Tupper lays before the British and 
American public, demonstrate that the 
men who represent the Dominion to be in 
this condition are either very ignorant or 
very dishonest. If they had enquired, and 
were honest enough, and patriotic enough, 
to publish tho result of tlieir inquiries, their 
countrymeh, instead of believing that Can- 
ada ia on the high road to ruin, would see 
that she has made, and ia still making, 
steady progress. Here aro some of the High 
Commissioner's figures: 

" In 1878 Canada had 0,14,'? miles of rail- 
way ; in 180O she had l.'i,988. 

" In 1878 she employed 23,102,551 tons 
of shipping in the coasting trade, and in the 
transport of her.e:Cportsand imports by sea 
and on tho great lakes ; in 1890, Canada, in 
the same aervico, employed 41,243,215 tons 
of shipping. 

" In 1878 the letters and post-cards, carri- 
ed by tlic Post OIUcc Department, number- 
ed .'30,840,000; in 18!K) they numbered 100,- 
000,000. 

"In 1878 the deposits in the chartered 
banks, in the Dominion, were $88, 995, 1 "20 ; 
in 1890 they amounted to §197,895,452. 

"In 1878 tlie money orders received and 
sent out by the Money Order Branch of the 
Post Othcc Department amounted to $7,- 
130,000; in IHOO they amonntedtoSll,g07,- 
8()2. 

"Ill 187.S tlie business of the country re- 
quireil a note circulation of $'.29,780,805 ; in 
1890 it required a note circulation of $47,- 
417,071. 

"In 1878 the four per cent, bonds of 
Canada were six below par; tho quotation 
for .lanuiuy, 1891, chows that they were, 
on that (late, nine above par. 

" In 1878 the production of coal, in Can- 
ada, was 1,1.')2,873 tons; in 1890 it was 
nearly 3,000,000 tons. 

"in 1878 the valiio of exported Canadian 
made cheese was $3,007,521; und during 
the whole period of Liberal rule this im- 
portant iiuliistry bad stood still. 

"In 1800, the value of exported cheese was 
S9,;i72,'212; the highest in any year, and 
greater than that of the United States, as it 
has been for three years past. 

"In 1878, the exports of cattle amounted 
to .51,152,3.34, and of sheep, to $690,337; in 
1890, the exports of cattle were $6,640,418, 
and of sheep, SI,2.'J4,.317. 

"In 1878, the exports of manufactures of 
wood, including sawn lumber, slaves, shin- 
gles, box shocks, etc., were 313,908,629 in 
value; in 1890, these exports were valued at 
§20,659,348. 

"In 1878, the export of homo manufac- 
tures, including manufactures of wood us 
above, were $18,182,647; in 1890, they were 
$25,530,003, 

"The extent to which the National policy 
has developed the manufactures of the coun- 
try is partly seen in the fact that the im 
port of raw material for mainifuc luring 
purposes in 1879 was .§0,342,912; and that 
in 1890 it bud risen to over §10,000,000." 

These are not all of Sir Charles Tapper's 
figures, but they are all we have room for 
to-day. They ore snfiicicnt to show very 
clearly that Canad.a has since 1878 been 
very far from remaining stationary. On the 
contrary, they show that her development 
as been continuous and liealthj'. It is still 
going on, and notwithstanding the McKin- 
ley tariff— perhaps on account of it — prom- 
ises to go on at an accelerated pace. 

.Sir Charles Tupper has done the Dominioii 
good service by thus directing the attention 
of thinking men to the advancement of tho 
Dominion at a linie wlieii some of her public 
men, for purposes of their own, were con- 
tinually representing that she was on the 
brink of ruin. 

The High Commissioner gives an 
account of the conspiracy which 
for the last two or three years 
has been plotting to deliver the Dominion 
into tho hands of the Americans. He repro- 
duces the documents to show what the dc- 
signs of the conspirtitors wore, and how 
they expected to carry theri(''ioto effect 
Ho also shows how thoy were foiled by Sir 
John Mucdonald. The exposure made at 
tho general election put the people of Cana- 
da on their guard, and that election also 
proved that the great majority of Canadians 
would not, for a moment, entertain the 
proposal to admit American products of all 
kinds into their country free of duty, while 
those imported from the Mother 
Country were Bubjected to the inor- 
dinately protective tariff of tho United 
States., Canadians rejected the policy of 
unrestricted reciprocity with the - United 
States because it meant, in tho first place, 
trade discrimination against Great Britain, 
and in tho next, political union with the 
Uniicd Stales. All this, ,Sir Charles 
Tupper, in bis vigorous but very temperate 
article, makes plain to the people of Great 
Britain. He puts Canadians under a great 
obligation, to' him for placing, the. Canadian 
situatiorilri'iUj true light before tho people 
of Great Britain, at a time when such efforts 
are being made by able, but wrong-headed, 
mentonp ead erroneous viotvs about thorn 
and their country throughout the length 
and breadth of the civilized world. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. ^ 

Even the News- Advertiser does not at-

Sergeant Walker, who has been working 
up tlie Meldrum robbery case, presented a 
strong array of evidence calculated to fasten 
the crime upon Edward, or Jack Bermurliz, 
in yesterday's police court. Edwin John- 
son, Q.C. , S.M., was on the bench, and the 
witnesses were called iu the followiiigorder: 
J. H. Meldram, who described how his 
safe had been blown open and .$2-10 and u 
wutch stolen ; and who identified a portion 
of the money found upon Bennudiz as hu- 
louging to him. An Knglish sovereign, 
dated 1888, waa also among the cash taken. 
No one was home on the Sunday that the 
robbery was committed. 

The day bartender at the Vancouver 
hotel told how Bermudiz had tendered him 
a $'20 bill ill payment for a gloss -of beer on 
Monday morning, and had given him §60 to 
put in the safe. (This money was produced 
anil put in evidence). 

A boarder at Mr. Meldram'H explained 
how, after cleaning up on Sunday, he locked 
tho front daor and went out through the 
cellar. Bermudiz and a companion were in 
front of the saloon, and wanted to get a 
drink ; witness told, prisoner he could get 
nothing to drink, tliere.wds no one home. 

Robert Irving, a fourteen year old boy, 
deposed to seeing and talkLog to Bermudiz 
and his friend at ileldrtim's ^ouse, and also 
to seeinft the two men Svalbing at a rapid 
pace toward town, after ooniing from the 
alley leaidlns; to" Mr. Meldram's cellar door. 

Walter Blake, only nine years old, stood 
on a chair . while he. gave his evidence, so 
that his honor might see him. He saw i?er. 
mudiz first look in, and .then go in Mel- 
diam'a cellar iloor. 

The harteuder (if the Jubilee saloon testi- 
fied to serving Beriiiudiz a glass of liijuor on 
Monday morning, and receiving nn Fiiglish 
aovereign of ISSSin payment. (The police 
flre now following up tills coin, with good 
chuncea of securing it.) 

S. Jonos, proprietor of tliB Dominion ho- 
tel, swore to seeing the prisoner eluiiigo a 
§20 gold piece, at his bar, Mon<hiy iiKiniiiig. 
He rem .rked at llie time that things must 
be coming " pretty smooth," when Bennudiz 
had so much money. 

Sergeant Walker explained when, and 
how he made the arrest. Prisoner was 
drunk, at the Palace saloon. On being 
searched St9 was found in hia pockets. He 
denied all knowledge of the robbery. On 
being asked, when sober, how much money 
he thouLdit he had, prisoner replied $17 or 
§18. He further explained tliut he had 
managed to save $20 and was paid off with 
§15 Saturday night. Out of this He had 
paid rt few., bills ; and. fspent considerable. 
The prisoner was committed for trial.

SLUM SISTERS. 



Women of tlia Salvation Army lu 
the Oity of Londozu 



no: Terrible Sconea nf DlstrpiS and 
DeEruUatlon Wltncasotl by Them 
in Tbclr VI Its iVjnoug 
the Poort 

I Ono of our representatives, says the 
^PaU-MallBSags^ naiide a personal 
ihspebtioii of the cUstrossyin oast 'Ijon- 
don in company 'jwlth d couple of Bolva- 
tion lasses. The following is the re- 
port: 

"My friends were not clad in their 
eoal-scuttle T)onnets and blue serge 
jackets, for these would be feathers far 
too fine for the slum brigade. Long ex- 
perience in tlio huts and hovels of out- 
east London has taught them wisdom; 
the slum dweller, if he sees fine feath- 
ers — and even the salvation bonnet is a 
.-fine feather to him — scents eoppers, and 
, thinks of making up a 'stunning story,' 
and the lasses, the 'sisters,' want truth 
and nothing but ttio truth. Therefore 
they don hideous hats and other ugly 
-■'Jj, garments, and if you go with them you 
^■'^ <do the same. 

"They turn into a back lane, down in 
. grimy, SbadweU, and knock at a door 
which look# battered and ill used. The 
Winddw's are.mostly broken but neatly 
mended with" brown pape^, for the army 
money is wanted for other things than 
home comforts in weather .such as this, 
and this house with tlie rickety stairs 
and the clean, poor-looking hack kitch- 
en is the slum Ijrigiide'.s fdrtrcss. Thence 
" ■ the girls sally forth early and Uile, and 
make their way tlirough the crowd of 
PQ9r..tibat stand around .their- door when 
they have said a cheering word to each 
of the hungry women and children and 
taken the addresses of strangers, for 
each single case where help is given h 
first investigated. The crowd then dis- 
perse, knowing that before nightfall 
they will at all events liavc some soup, 
some bread and cheese, and haply also 
some coal. On that liopt? they eau en- 
, dure starvation a few hours longer, and 
■"•cheerfully they go home. 

"The girls dive into the alloys briskly 
and in a business-like manner. 'Sister,' 
the little ones in the gutter say, and 
smile, and 'sister' the hobbling crones 
salute them ;is they pass. 

"They think nothing of a three-mile 
walk to a hovel in some yard whence 
tidings of distress have reached them, 
and when tlxey ent«r some filthy door- 
way the women i&6m;aliflozeii Neighbor- 
ing houses rush out to beseech them not 
to pass them over. Wherever they en- 
ter it is the same; want and starvation 
in their cruolcst form stare no longer in 
at the doors .and. windows, but are In 
possession anS look as' if they meant to 
stay. 

"Three old women live in this cellar- 
like hole. 'If I had throe half-pence,' 
whimpers the Icastinfinu, whoerouehos 
on a deal box near the tiny lire, '1 could 
buy stock and sell som(j oranges. Ifut 
we hain't a farthing. -It was so >■ cold 1 
used the stock money, arid now I owe 
her three weeks' rent.' And she points 
to a ragged bed in the comer, whence 
f.omc unearthly groans. Thick dark- 
ness reigns around that bed, on which 
tho. 'la-nilki;!}-,' the woman to whom the 
• ruins of furniture belong, has lain for 
weeks. No, nobody comes to see the 
three; neither of them can work, and 
since yesterday they have had nothing 
to eat. The third has g<mo out to pick 
up what she can in the gutters; the 
others wait and starve on, light-headed 
for want of food. 

"Up the back stairs a large family — 
men, women and children — stand abou^ 
the empty room. Everything is pawned 
and one is ill. They shiver with hunger 
and cold, and the siglit of a ticket for 
food of the value of four pence lights 
up. their faces into brilliant hopeful- 
ness.' ■ 

"To the garret the parish doctor has 
refusednto gq;';iBat tiie lasses, -go... A 
cld^ul of ■.smoikejmeets them as theiy 
enter. EYei^^'pone of the small win- 
dow is broken and mended with dirty 
rags; a heap of rags— a very small heap 
■ — lies in the corner, and by. the fire 
there is a small deal box. Oriitsitsa 
creature that may have been a. woman 
onc^eV'^bnt'to look at whom now is to 
turn away with a shudder. She is 
naked, with only a rag around her; her 
hair hangs over her face, the liands are 
like claws, and as you put your hanil on 
the< thin covering round her slioulders 
you can feel hard bones only, and the 
shivering creature grins and liolds out 
her claw-like hands. 'Look at me— I 
have nothing to wear, nothing to eat; 
have you brought me sometliing to eat?' 
Her sister, who shares this 'home,' is 
out on the only errand which drives 
these creatures out of their lair — the 
search for crusts and crumbs and cab^ 
bagc leaves and orange peels. 

"Slie, too, is light-headed and .shrieks 
and grins and asks for clothes and l)reud, 
and the one idea onl" has remained in 
her head — tliat she must try not die of 
hunger. The two have been respecta- 
ble women, taking in sewing, but tho 
cold came and the ftimiture went piece 
liy piece, and now they have neither 
strength nor clothes to go to work, 
They have become lower than beasts, 
l^he cold has done it." 



The GroatoHt Travelorg' 

Inpotntj.'pf ;'a«4uid,^ coTored, 
the greatest traveler in the world is 

said to bo Chief Engineer .Scwell, of 
the White Ktarllect.who is well known. 
While in charge of the engine depart- 
ment of the vcs.selsof that line, notably 
.the Britannic, Mr. Scwoll completed 
round trips between Liverpool and 
New York, traveling tho enormous dis- 
tance of 818,400 nauticdl or 041,000 
standard miles, nearly four times the 
distance between the earth and the 
moon. This is said to be only about 
two-thirds of the total distance trav- 
ersed by Mr. Scwell since ho became a 
sea-going engineer. Chief Engineer 
Kitchen, who was in charge of the 
Adriatic's engines for sixteen years but 
who now superintends the Itritannic's, 
coasts a similar record. He has made 
154 round trips between Liverpool and 
Kew York, and has traveled over 054,- 
800 nautical miles, or 1,100,000 standard 
English miles. >' <. . . ' 



NORTHERN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Work of Ihn KxplorliiL' I'lirty umlor Mr. 
Pondrlor.— What Ihis Alreiiily Bcnii 
Aeciimiillslietl. 

Mr. A. h. Poudiitr of tlio govenin.cnt 
exploriug party in charge of the Uiiti.'-h 
Colunihiu explorationo, w ho Hn ived mi llie 
Danube Monday, very ill, is fast impi ovi[i>; 
iiul expects to get iii) to thf Skeeiia on 
tho 15th of Juno, and rejoin Ida party 
there. He is confined to lii.s room, at the 
Oriental hotel, wilh inlliuuinntion of tlio 
blood veHsela caused by'exposuru in the 
snowy mountuinouB district, throagh wliicli 
ho woa travelling. Tlio party left here 
about two months ago, and up to the Ist 
of May all enjoyed perfect healtli. On 
that date while crossing the mountaini 
Mr. Poudricr slipped on ono of tlie icy 
slopes and sprained his ankle, and lack of 
medical attention together with tho hard- 
sliip of sleeping each night on tho snow 
lirmiglit on the inflanimivtioii. 

Tlie exjicdition explored the interior pla- 
teau, from Gardner's Inlet and Deane's 
Channel up to tho Skeena. Between tho 
sea und the interior pliitnan the country is 
of a very n:oiintiiinous eliaractcr, and Ihe 
snow is yet very deep. Tho days are 
getting warm, however, and the snow is 
so soft in the day-time; tbat travel 
is difficult, and the expedition travelled the 
country on this side of the mounlains 
at niglit, when the crust was hard, liiyiug 
off for rest and sleep during the day. 

Two splendid pusses were discovered, and 
the. Keeinaiio river was followed fioni its 
source to tho sea. It is not a navigable 
stream. Tlie average elcvalioii of the moun- 
tain range in that portion cf tho country is 
about 9,(X)0 feet. Tlie party cainu across a 
peak th»t was upwards of i:!,000 feet, and 
which was hitlierto unknown to geograjiliers. 
It Was not named by Ihcni, liut the Indians 
have a name for it which lias escaped Mr. 
Poudrier's memory. 

The explorers are now coming down from 
Gardner's Inlet to tlie mouth of the Skeena, 
where Mr. I'oudrier will join them. It is 
expected that the other party, in charge of 
Mr. Cavreuu, will also rcacli there in u fow 
days, and both will consolidate into one ex- 
ploration expedition. It is now workiii); 
from tlie foot of the Rocky Mountains, in 
New Caledonia, to the Skeena. The con- 
solidated party will proceed from where it 
quit last fall, near 54tli degree of latitude, 
and work as far north through British 
Columbia aa possible. It expects to thor- 
oughly explore the country up to the ."i/th 
dcgre« of latitude, and to contribute vulu- 
Hblo information regarding this almost un- 
known section.
